The New Comet. 
Professor Swift published in the Rochos- 


Rocuester, Aug, 26, 1874. 
Another comet was discovered by Ooggia, 


I tried yesterday-morning to find it, but 
clouds prevented. This morning at tho 
critical interval between tho ending of lunar 
and commencing of solar twilight, the sky 
being remarkably clear, I detocted it aftor 
some ten minutes’ search but little removed 


cable, 

I find its principal feature to be its faints 
ness, being not onofifth as bright os (the 
one discovered some four weeks ago. Ido 
rot expect to be ablo to see it again till the 
withdrawal of tha moon, as itis too faint 
to be seon in moonlight. 

It has no nucleus or tail, and instead of 
being circular, as so faint a comet should 
be, it is elongated in tho direction of tho 
sun, It hardly seoms admissablo that it 
can be owing to o first effort at the forma- 
tion of a tail, unless its faintness is more 
owing to its greater distance from tho earth 
than from the sun. It is moving slowly 
toward tho southonst, and is probably mov+ 
ing nearly toward or from the earth. 

It is situated in about R. A., 4 hours and 

10 minutos, Declination north 26 degrees, 
about 6 dogroos north or oast of the 7 stars 
in the constellation of Taurus, It can

This 
board does uot cost the person who fur- 
nishes it one cent, as the State supplies the 
provisions and convicts cook it, ‘To be sure 
ho gets the very best the market affords. 
Ag to the other allegations, Stokes has not 
done one hard day’s work siuce he has been 
in prison, When ho first entered. ho was 
meant to be the clerk to the chaplain, a 
sinecure, of course, but evenjthat was too 
hard, and he was put in the hospital. 
There was no doubt that at that time he 
was pretty sick, as the sojourn in the Tombs 
had pulled him down and weakened him 
considerably, but he soon began recuper- 
ating. When he was well, however, he 
had found out that money had power in 
state prison as well as elsewhere, and he 
didn’t care to do even the chaplain’s, work. 
So he managed in some manner to get the 
asphalt contractors to ask for him and he 
was accorded to them as one of their men, 
Of course, in that capacity he was solely 
responsible to his employers, and they 
could give him as little to do as they pleas- 
ed. Money works wonders both in and 
out of prison.

Bishop Carman.

Wallbridgu's Mills on tho Grand Junction 
northerly through tho Township of Huns 
tingdon, across Hog Lake to the villago of 
Madoc, thence to the Seymour, Moira, 
Lough, and other irom deposits in the 
northern townships, He pointed out the 
direct and indirect bencfits that would ac- 
cruo to Huntingdon and likewise the Town 
of Bolloyille, by giving tho lattor an almost 
inoxhuustiblo supply of cordwood, Ile 
said the promoters of this railway required 
a bonus of $20,000, from Luntingdon, o 
very siall sum when tho advantages co the 
township were taken inte account, “He was 
awaro that this road would secure to the 
Town of Belleville its full share of the trade 
of tho region at the back of us, a region 
which was being gradually opened up 
to suttloment, It was his tir belief that 
this road would bo liborally aided by his 
own town, Bolloville, and showed with 
what joulousy they viewed tho proposed 
Ontario and Quoebse Kuilway project, as i 
wouTd, unless tappod by the Belloy 
North Llastings Railway, cut off their coun. 
try, as. runoing Gast and wost connecting 
with the Pembroke aad Kingston road and 
the roads leading into Cobourg it may be 
expected to divide the commerce of the 
back Townships, He showed how thorough:

He did not 
hositate ii stating that the road met with 
his approval and certainly deserved a bor 
nus of $20,000 at the hands of the people of 
the township of Funtington, That even 
supposing tho promoters of the road were 
able to complete it unassisted, he, for one, 
would not feel comfortable when riding 
over it unless he knew he had contributed 
asmall proportion towards it. Mr, Burs 
roughs wenton to illustrate his feelings 
with an incident of former years, At the

inatant, to consider the propriety of offor- 
ing » bonus to tho Bollovillo and North 
Hastings Railroad, provided tho company 
would run a branch to connect with the 
main lino to Tweed, 

Jamos Roid, Esq., of Twood, was called 
to tho chair, 

Mr, A, EF. Wood, Prosident of tho road 
was called upon to addréss the mooting. 
Ho proceeded to show tho inreased valuo 
that would be given to Madoc, Huntingdon, 
and Hungerford in securing this road 
besides innumerable other benefits, Wor 
instance tho roads would not be so much 
trayellod upon, and in consequence thoroof 
less money would bo required for tho rer 
pairs of the samo, Hero thore was a saving. 
‘Tho road would bo running through the 
contre of Huntingdon, Should wo lose this 
opportunity of anchoring Messrs. Pardoo 
& Lloyd here. Tho prosent is the time for 
adouring the road, ‘Throw tho opportunity 
away and wo may never seo a Railway 
heres It was very necessary that Hunger- 
ford should assist in gotting the main line; 
before a branch could bo built, of course 
tho main lino would have) to' be complet 
ed, The one would help thoothor, Again 
it Was shown by the speaker that unless 
tho assistance asked was granted these 
Townships would never get the Railroad, 
Mr. Wood went on to show how much 
easier it would be to build the road by way 
of the head of Hog Lake into Rawdon and 
in the direction of Stirling, that there was 
no disguising the mattor that the ongineer.

line, Mr, Wood then shewed tho gréat 
advantages that must necessarily accrue to 
Tweed by having a branch—it was at tho 
terminus the valuo of property would 
rapidly increase; they would havo, mar- 
kets at thoir very doors, Ho then advised 
thém to pat thamselyes in tho position to 
offer the company a liberal inducement to 
build the branch ; ho, as President of tho 
road, would uso his best endeavours to se~ 
cure this for them, and would never hold 
out promises that could not be kept. 

Mr..8. B, Burdett then came forward, 
This was an enterprise in which politics 
were not allowed to creep in. Although 
many politicians had taken up Railways 
merely with a yiew of getting into Parlia, 
mont he deprecated the idea, Was it de- 
sirable to open up this country? He could 
not understand any person in the nineteenth 
century opposing a railway. One objection 
raised was taxation ; this was a false cry, 
and a mere drop in the bucket, Oroakers 
havo a good deal to say about the debit 
side, but noyer said any thing about, the 
credit side, | As traffic in the Township in- 
creased, so they went from mud to gravel 
roads, but the time had now arrived when 
they would go from gravel roads to rails 
roads to acvommodato the increased de- 
mand of transportation. As soon as thoy 
had a railroad they will wonder how on 
earth they ever got on so long without one, 
This is au age of improvement in which we 
should progress not recede, Hoe had no 
doubt that when the railway system was 
completed in the Province the Government 
would pay back to the municipalities not 
only the principal but also thointerest, and 
why should they not? They will have 
been built for the general good and all 
should pay alike. Tho Townships now re- 
fusing assistance ho believed will be forced 
to pay their proportion, but the more en- 
terprising Townships.in the meantime will 
have secured the roads by their doors, He 
believed that Councils should leave this 
question of bonus to the people, They 
should be the final jury. he leaders 
should educate the people and councillors 
should ndt be afraid ot doing their duty 
fearing least they might lose this or that 
yoto, He despised the man who pretended 
to be a leader ‘* and sat on a fence” wait 
ing popular voice. He (Mr. Burdett) was 
in a representative capacity in Belleville, 
and he would always do what he felt to bo 
his duty, and if the people did not like it 
next January they might sond him home, 
He pointed out the differonce in property 
back of Bolloyillo and Toronto and that the 
prosperity of town and country went hand 
in hand. After explaining to the meeting 
the good reasons why they should help to 
build this road Mr, Burdett resumed his 
seat and was followed by 

Mr, Robort Gordon, President of tho 
Victoria Cheese Iactory, who spoke strong- 
ly in favour of tho road, although living at 
4 distance from ‘weed he would not oppose 
a bonus to assiat tho branch. He looked 
for the general good. Thero would be a 
great saving in gotting their cheeso to mar- 
ket, or terms équally favourable as those 
moro fortunately situated at prosont. Mr. 
Gordon went fully into the calculation of 
tho numbor of loads of cheeso loaving this 
part of the Township, and the cost thereof 
under the present system of teaming, and 
tho largo saying it would be annually to 
his factory, He did not fear what Hunting- 
don would do; there was public spirit 
enough to carry the bonus. Tho roads as 
arule wore now ina fair stato of repair, 
but by tho building of this road tho heavy 
traffic would be taken off thom, and thore- 
by the municipalities would bo ablo to ind 
vost the money thus saved on the bonus, 
Mr. Gordon made a most effective spooch 
and expressed himself strongly in favour of 
tho bonus, saying that lot the bonus bo 
what it will ho would vote’ for it, 

Mr, Jamos Olair, Prosidont of the Bogart 
Cheoso Kactory, Hast Huntingdon, in speaker 
ing, on the bonofits of the now road said ho 
had noticed that ontorprising men were not 
poor, Ho telt convinced that land would 
double its valuo in consequence of its boing 
near a railroud, “Ho had thought. of leav- 
ing the country because hé could not nell to 
the sonic advantage as thosd living in the 
neighbourhood of railways, Mon in the 
front realizod on their produota with little 
or no effort whilo WO spent tho groator part 
of our time toaming our grain, &o,, to tho 
front. Ho was greatly in favour of this 
railroad, and though not claiming to boa 


apeakor ho still considered that every man 
who came forward as an adyoonte of the 
road brought with him influence, 

Mr, Smith, of Tiuntingdon, was thon 
called upon, He also apoke in favor of tho 
Township aiding liborally towards tho rail- 
road, a8 4 railroad was indeed o great no- 
cossity to the county generally. 

Mr, William White said ho was a railroad 
man and saw fully tho necossity of securing 
the main line first. Many of our young 
people wore going away and wo must put | 
our shoulder to the wheel and push on tho 
car of improvement.

Mr, A, L, Bogart, of Bolleyilte, being | i 
called for, said he was a strong adyocate 
for thia road and would do all in hisjpower 
to advanco tho road. 

Mr, John White, M. P., then camo for- 
word and said ho would heartily sapport 
the road, Ho thought it was the duty of 
every man in Hungerford, Huntingdon and 
Madoc, to bo up and doing in order to 
secure this enterprise and prevont it taking 
anothor chanoel, It was within our grasp, 
thon let us hold it, Le believed all the 
Townships contributing towards the build- 
ing of railroads in the Province of Ontario 
would yot be able to bring such a pressure 
on tho Government that their money would 
bo refunded to them and tho Governmont 
would assume the dobt, Ina like manner 
ho belioved the County would yot repay tho 
‘Townships that had invested in railroads 
and why would thoy not? Ho thought 
that whatsooyer was dono for the goneral 
benofit of the County should be paid for by 
tho County. Woe could draw no distinction 
between County gravel roads and this rail- 
road passing as it doos through tha) very 
contre of the County. He belivyed that 
instead of their paying $30,000 or $40,000 
towards this railroad, they will eventually 
find that their proportion will bo only 
$3,000 or $4,000 as be firmly believed the 
united Townships will yot have to pay for 
the building of these main arterios through 
the County, He thought it @ shame for 
tho County to ask the Townships to build 
this road through its contre which would 
develope the great iron resources lying in 
the north of it, and that some day she must 
bo made to pay it back. He ulso thought 
it was clear to his mind how this would be 
broughtabout. Eo had given up the Moira 
Valloy route which some said he ‘had on 
the brain,” because ho found it could not 
bo obtained, so ho was, satiefied to secure 
the next best route, that passing through 
the centre of Huntingdon, and he would be 
satilied if he could feel sure of its passing 
there instead of still furthor west. Messrs 
Pardeo’ & Lloyd possessed a yast tract of 
rich mineral land in the! northern ‘own- 
ships, they owned the charter, they had 
the capital, tho Snob and business capa- 
city to build the road and if they got the 
fhain ling, of whitch he felt sure they would, 
thon the branch would certainly follow. 

Mr, White thon explained his position in 
voting only for $30,000 at the Madoc 
meeting. He had seen Mr. Wood, the 
President of the road, provious to the meet:

the meoting earnestly sought for $40,000, 
contending that this.sum from Madoc was 
the financial basis of the Company and that 
if Madoc ever served the road the Company 
must obtain that amount of assistance from 
thom. He contended that ho was deceive 
‘supposing it was all that was required and 
nobody was blameablo but the cflicers of 
the Company themselves and he advised 
thém when they next came before a Madoc 
audience, to understand themselves. 

Mr, Falkiner —That should convince you 
thero was no conspiracy|existing between 
us. (laughter.) ay 
Mr, White ‘continued, He had not the 
slightest doubt the $30,000 will be yoted, 
and that if the Company require the other 
$10,000 he hoped they would say so. He 
understood that Mr, O'Flynn, and many 
other influential gentlemen wero in favour 
of the $40,000 sooner than lose the road. 
Ho would then say that if Mr. O'Flynn as 
a Reformer advocated the $40,000, he as a 
Conservative would not be outdone in prot 
moting this important eriterprise, and that 
he would also vote for the extra $10,000. 
If Madoc gives it, and ho felt satisfied, 
sho would, then Huntingdon will no longer 
have a shadow of excise for refusing the 
$20,000 that is expected from her, as 
they ‘have always said they would give 
one-half the amount contributed by Madoc, 

Hejstrongly counselled all in fayorof the 
road to ‘unite and assist the company in 
obtaining the $40,000 from Madoc, and thie 
$20,000 from Huntingdon, which would 
insure the main line, when with the liberal 
assistance proposed to be given by Hun- 
gerford the branch must follow. 

Mr. Wood rose to explain in reference 
to Mr, White’s’ remarks relative to the 
course pursued by himself at the Madoc 
meeting, That he thought at the time 
$30,000 was as much ashis Township should 
give but as tho difficulties at Hog Lake, as 
shvwn by the ate survey, had increased 
andithat if the! company could shew him) 
thatit was! nbsolutely necossary to have 
the extra $10,000 in ordér to! keop up the 
commercial basis, the Council will givo it. 
Personally ho had made up his mind to do 
so. It would be with no particular love 
for Mr. Lloyd or Mr. Pardee, but to secure 
guch a routo that would meet their requires 
ments, 

Mr, John Graham, Reove of Hungerford, 
said ho had attended many: railway meet:
